and other departments being *o pro¬ 
vided for as to enable them to do their 
most efficient work. And a modern 
building, containing all these essential 1 
provisions, can be provided by any 
community that is able to build nn old 
fgahtoned one room church building, 
as the cost for the modern structure 
Im no more than that of the old style 
one. 

Big Loan Fund Provided. 

To aid deserving congregations fn 
building adequate houses of worship, j 
the church building loan department 1 
was established six y«ars ago and al 
ready more than 700 churches have 
been helped In building needed houses. 
Tim Initial fund, established for this 
purpose w#, fixed at $1,000,000 and 
an additional $1,000,000 will be re 
reived from the 75 Million Campaign 
Applications pending now Aggregate 1 
$1,000,000 and loans are being made at 
the rate of $.',0,000 per month. No 1 
lonns are being made In excess of one 
third of the value of the property, and 
the loan made must clear the property 
of all other Indebtedness and thus 
make It possible to dedicate the build 
ing. 

From the 75 Million campaign me. 
Home Mission Hoard will r^elve. also,] 
$2,500,000 to be used ns fffta tn the 
building of additional churchu* during 
the next five years, hut this sum will 
be expended largely In aiding churches 
In stragetlc points, among them being 
educational centers where It Ih de¬ 
sired to erect churches for promoting 
the religious life of students, espc 'lally 
of those students affiliated with Hap 
tl*t churches. 

Of the 25,000 Uaptlst churches In 
the South. 21.000 are In the rural din 
tricta and In small villages, and 19.0C0 
of them have preaching services only 1 
one® a month. While the work of the 
enlistment forces will be to help these 
weak congregations solve their prob 
lems and help them develop In nunt 
ber* and efficiency, the other donom! 
national agencies will imlp these ntrug 


I gllng congregations In the erection of ; 
well-appointed churcu hou«u« h*u uie 
development of tholr Sunday Schools. 

Why Good Houses Are Needed. 

Tho accompanying Illustration shows 
a typical one-room church building and 
also nn exterior view and floor plans 
of n modern, well appointed church 
building, calculated to take car® of all 
tho needs of a church organization and 
costing no more than the ono-rooin j 
building. 

Tills proposed building has many 
things in its favor as compared with 
the ono room structure, aside from its 
attractive* appear:,nc®. First, It la 
more durable, being so constructed as 
to resist wind and storm Second. It 
is easily heated In the winter, Its vesti¬ 
bule cutting out the cold wind from 
the entrance, while by reason of th- 
building having several departments it 
is needful to heat only th® department 
being used on those occaslona when 
only a small gathering Is had. Then 
he auditorium in the center la shielded 
from the extreme weather by tho de¬ 
partments surrounding It. though in 
the summer theao surrounding depart 
ments can bo opened up. giving abun¬ 
dant ventilation. Again, the new build 
Ing offers admirable quarters for the 
neveral department* and classes of the 
Sunday School, thus making the teach- | 
Ing of the Bible a much easier task. 
Then the social life of the congrega 
tlon can be greatly promoted by the | 
belter building, in that It afford* ample 
quarter* for church receptions, ban 
quota nnd other affairs of this nature, 
enabling the church to give the young 
people adequate social activities under 
wholesome environments. 

This and muny other approved types 
of country churches are being em¬ 
ployed now in every Southern state, 
and *a more efficient church work is 
being done wherever such building has 
been erected, it is declared. Sufficient 
varieties of plan* have been prepared 
| to serve the need® of any particular 
^ community.

deavor, In which he wns enabled to 
bring vastly Improved conditions to 
the homes, schoo h, hospitals and char¬ 
itable Institutions under his latluenco. 

In connection with Oils subject Wood 
says: 

“Women are bringing an elevating 
Influence Into public life that will lend 
to correct many of the evils to which 
oar present unrear is due. One of ths 
reasons for the growth of undesirable 
tendencies In our country has been the 
regret able fact that countless men 
qualified by education and character 
for public service, have waufonly neg¬ 
lected their civic duties 

“ -Vital th%» iviu'iiK of women ih« 
polls, these men will bo ashamed to 
disregard »he political duties they for 
merly shirked. A man who spend) 
election day at his club while his wlf* 
was si the- polls is sure to forfeit tht 
respect of flit* community 

“I believe woman sufTrttge will hnv# 
• vast nnd uplifting effect upon our na¬ 
tional life. I’uhltc morality will be .n- 
creased, housing conditions Improved, 
the problems of child labor sntlsfactorl 
ly solved, sweat-shop evils mlnladxed 
tnd the training given to children It 
our schools purged of Its present de¬ 
fects. 

“Our women must take up the ques 
tlon of the social evil. To that and tc 
other of our vital problems they now 
come with the power of the ballot 
Women realise that our American r|y 
lllxatlon ran never he what It should 
be until we give as much rare to th< 
upbringing of oar children as we do t« 
the breeding of our rattle. 

Women's Great War Service. 

“In short, the difficulties that sp 
parenfly beset our national futurt 
would confront us ss Immensely mors 
Insuperable If we could not look for 
ward to overcoming them through ths 
assistance of voting women. Ths 
granting of suffrage to women gives Uf 
the promise of an amsxlngly bettet 
world In the years to come. 

“Thera Is one field Info which ths 
women are coming tbst ran be cnlleC 
the big fl«>ld. It la the del.-! of nations 
politics. Personally, having seen what 
the women did during the war both at 
home and abroad. I feel very confident 
that the entrance of Am»riran vomet 
Into the field of American politics it 
going to have a very helpful and gno< 
Influence I think they are going t< 
bring a healthy Influence, one wide! 
will make our politics cleaner and In 
troduce a better ipIrU Into the pollUca 
field 

“We have reason to he proud of th« 
American women during the war. I dt 
no! know of any pari of the cotiafrj 
where American women did not taki 
hold of the situation with keen energy 
I know from personal experiences Ir 
the Middle West snd betgnhorlni 
states the women did everything hu 
manly possible to send our men over 
seas sound In body and clean In soul 
They looked after the men In the towni 
near the camps; they maintained ex 
ceBent conditions of public morality 
they looked after the men when th#*j 
were en route to fhe aea ; they wers 
at fhe ports of embarkation to give th« 
last help they could give and when ths 
men arrived on the other aide they 
found American women scattered at 
various points of activity from ths 
ports of debarkation np to the flghtln* 
line. We found the women ef the Red 
Trees fhe women of ftn* Salvation 
Army and others actually In ths hattls 
ares doing work In fa«*t, the work of 
women In ajl kinds of war activities 
was wonderful
